Chamberlain’s Demands Must Be

TROOPS MOVING TO SOUTH AFRICA 


Great Britain Is Determined To Be 
Prepared for Battle if War 
Cannot Be Avoided. 


London, July 15.—Another week of bick- 
ering, of heated invective and vitupera- 
tion, accusations of tyranny on one hand 
and treason on the other, of increasing 
distress among the Uitlanders of the 
Rand, 
ness, of military preparation and, 
throughout all, the apparent maintenance 
by the Boers of their stolid attitude of 
indifference. All the representations 
made have only served to add to the 
perils of the Transvaal situation and 
everything tends to confirm the opinion 
fhat the imperial government means to 
obtain reforms. The ministers have prac- 
tically pledged themselves to enforce 
them, peaceably if possible, otherwise 
forcibly. The empire appears absolutely 
united on this subject. ~n top of Queens- 
land's offer of troops to serve in south 
Africa should an emergency arise, the 
reports of the debate in the Canadian 
parliament and the tone of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier’s and Sir Charles Tupper’s re- 
marks have caused the greatest satisfac- 
tion here, 

The startling telegram published bv 
the Boer organ here, The Diggers News, 
Friday, showing apparently that the 
Transvaal was giving in and cordial re- 
lations had been resumed, which was 
promptly denied by the secretary for the 
colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, though evi- 
dently tinged to suit the susceptibilities 
of the Doppers, was so circumstantial 
and apparently authoritative that mo- 
mentarily the hope was aroused ihat 
the end of the quarrel was in sight, but 
the only foundation for the dispatch was 
found jn the fact that Mr. Chamberlain 
on Wednesday, before the new franchise 
bill was introduced in the volksraad, 
required that the text be communicated 


to him and suggested that the debate be 
repre- 


postponed pending such friendly 
sentations in regard to alterations there- 
in as the imperial government might de- 
sire to make in the interests of peace. 
The refusal of President Kruger to ac- 
cede to the request is regarded here as 
a fresh affront and only served to 
clinch the belief tnat the president is still 
dominated by Dr. Leyds, the European 
representative of the Transvaal, who has 
heretofore, it is claimed, proved the evil 
genius of the Tranvaal, and who 
continues to delude the Trans- 
vaaleers with hte dangerous the- 
ory that if they can only gain 
time by simulated coneessions, no real 
reform will be necessary, aS @ new group- 
ing of the powers will shortly occur, 
whereby Great Britain will no longer 
have a free hand in south Africa, 

In the meantime the British forces in 
south Africa are »being increased by 
every steamer and the avoidance of harsh 
measures. the end of which is difficult to 
foresee and which threaten (o spread far 
beyond the confines of the country giving 
rise to them, fs becoming decidedly more 
difficult

It contains 
engine models from France, hay rakes 
from Russia, textiles from Aleppo and 
Centra} Asia, cottons from Hong Kong 
and mining tools from the Transvaal. 
Undoubtedly America has immense 
dibilities for developing her exports and I 
belleve :he results of my researches will 
greatly aid therein. As regards the 
growth of American exports to England 
l believe it is largely due to the fact of 
the increased consumption of the world 
generally. England is probably supplying 
the same as before, but America is sup- 
plying the surplus. While England is 
standing still we are growing. The ques- 
tion of speed is also a _ great Yactor.

“In the course of my journeyings I have 
given the American consular service con- 
siderable study, and while the tenure of 
office of the English system makes con- 
suls better linguists and diplomats, they 
are often lacking in business qualifica- 
tions. As commercial missionaries I be- 
lieve the American consuls are the most 
efficient. All such men as Mason. at 
Berlin, Monagahan at Chemnitz, Boyle 
and Halstead in England, and Bell 
at Sidney, are doing great 
toward the development of the American 
market.”’ 


Surprise for Englishmen. 


The announcements of the formation of 
the British Westinghouse Company, with 
a capital of $1,500,000, caused the usual 
expression of pained surprise in the Eng- 
lish newspapers, and in commercial cir- 
cles, although they must be aware that 
most of the finer electrical appliances 
used in England are of American’*make. 

The Pall-Mall Gazette complains that 
the board of trade returns do not afford 
tht opportunity of estimating the magni- 
tude of these reports, and condemns the 
lack of enterprise of the home electricians 
in permitting Americans to beat then: on 
their ground. 

There is much anxiety regarding the 
Alaski dispute in political circles, though 
the general public does not attach mudh 
importance to the matter. Jingo newspa- 
pers like The Saturday Review grasped 
the opportunity to re-air their anti- 
American proclivities. The Review thinks 
that as the time for the presidential nom- 
inations approaches, President McKinley 
‘“‘may find the Cleveland precedent over- 
tempting, and launch an arrogant Alaska 
message against England, the recogni- 
tion of which would be very different to 
the success attending the Venezuelan | 
question.’ 


After asserting that the Canadians de- 


sire to finally decide thte matter bw im- 
partial arbitration, while the United 
States demands a tribunal which will bé¢ 
either a farce or unlikely to settle any- 
thing, The Review Says: 

“We cannot concede more to the United 
States without Canadian acceptance, and 
our own experience in that direction does 
not give much hope of the efficacy of 
concessions, even if we do.” 

In conciustell The Review remarks: 

“If the Anglo-Saxon entente does noth- 
ing to modify the American attitude to- 
ward Aéaska, « will have proved more 
useless and evanescent than the bubbles 
of the ch: impagne on which it floated into 
existénce.’ ‘

IS A SENSATION IN ALBANY. 


—_ 


C. W. Arnold Prefers Charges 
Against Postmaster Brimberry. 
Albany, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—A sen- 
sation was sprung in Albany this morn- 
ing when the announcement was made 
that charges of a startling nature had 
been preferred against Postmaster a as 
trimberry and Postoffice Inspector Deep- 
er was in charge of the office for the 
purpose of investigating the startling ac- 

cusations. 

The charges against 
berry were preferred by Dr. C. W. Ar- 
nold, of this city, and were lodged with 
the Washington authorities on some date 
subsequent to the Oth instant. As soon 
as it became known this morning that 
the inspector was at work tn the Albany 
office, and that he had been sent here 
to investigate the sensational charges 
made by Dr. Arnold, Postmaster Brim- 
berry was asked for his version of the 
affair. 

In reply to 
the charges and 


Postmaster Brim- 


he stated that 
specifications were ex- 
ceedingly lengthy and were embraced 
under several heads. As he expressed it, 
“Tl am charged by Dr. Arnold with every- 
thing bad.’’ 

Although Postmaster Brimberry did not 
deem it advisable to talk until after the 
charges had been fully sifted; he stated 
that among other shortcomings with 
which he was charged were “general 
mismanagement of the office,” being ‘‘un- 
couth and ungentlemanly in conduct,” 
and numerous others of a similar na- 
ture. Though Mr. Brimberry would not 
so state, it is understood that his 
tion of democrats as assistants in 
office in preference’ to republicans is 
named as one of the charges.

tion; but o’er-topping all others and 
dwarfing them jnto comparative insig- 
nificance has been Mrs. Tree's patent 
and ridiculous jealousy of Mrs. James 
Brown Potter—natural, perhaps, but ri- 
diculous because patent. Women who 
make display of their jealousies are al- 
ways ridiculous, though feminine.

railroad, ignoring the fact that this bal- 
@nce of income was derived both from 
domestic and interstate business, and 
ignoring also the further requirements of 
the supreme court inat the “amount ex- 
pended in permanent improvements” to 
the property of a railroad is a legitimate 
item of “its value,’’ in addition to e orig- 
inal cost of construction, is also “‘the 
amount and market value of its bonds 
and stock,’’ the present as compared with 
the original cost of construction,” ‘‘the 
probable earning capacity of the properry 
under particular rates prescribed by 
statute’ and ‘‘the sum required to meet 
operating expenses.”’ 

As to the fourth reason for the 
tion prayed for, namely, that ‘“‘the pres- 
ent rates are higher than the rates in 
1880,’ this answer does not concede this 
statement to be true, but requires proof. 
Andif any in rates should Se shown to be 
higher than 1880, this answer also requires 
a statement of rates that are lower than 
in 1880, before admitting the conclusion 
that the domestic rates, as a whole, are 
higher than at the time specified. But 
whether lower or higher than in 1880, the 
domestic rates now in effect must stand 
upon their own reasonableness, as deter- 
mined by the rulings of the supreme 
court. 

As to the fifth reason for the reduction 
prayed for, namely, “that the rates for 
local business are belleved to be unrea- 
sonably greater than the rates for 
through business,’’ petitioners have failed 
to present any facts suporting the asser- 
tion, but appear to rely on the state- 
ment that the excess of local over through 
rates is ‘‘from 200 to 400 per cent.’ 

It is not clear what meaning petitioners 
attach to “‘local’’ and “through” rates. 
The only classification of rates which can 
apply to the question at issue is that of 
rates on interstate business, sometimes 
referred to as ‘‘domestic’”’ or “‘local’’ rates, 
and rates on interstate busfmess, usuallv 
referred to as interstate rates, and some- 
times designated as “through rates,”’ al- 
though a “through” rate need not nec- 
essarily be an interstate rate, but may 
apply to a rate over two roads in th 
same state.

“The present adjustment of rates to 
Atlanta is the outcome of severe competl- 
tion between lines leading from the com- 
peting markets, lige St. Louls, Baltimore,

—. = ° 8 Competition between car- 
riers, whether by rail or by water, not 
only affects the rate at which freight can 
be carried, but also substanttally affects 
the circumstances and conditions under 
which the transportation of freight is con- 
ducted. * * * If the competition at the 
longer distance points is real, and suth as 
to affect rates, the carrier must accept 
those rates or abandon the competitive 
traffic. If the competitive rates 
vomething more than the additional 
of the movement of the traffic, It 
the interest of the carrier and to the inter- 
ests of the public that the carrier should 
be allowed to compete for the traffic. 
There may be a wide difference between a 
rate or amount of compensation that

The division of intrastate and interstate 
freight and passenger traffle of this road 
for a portion of the year ending June 30, 
1s), been made from the origina! 
records and does not materially change 
the percentages heretofore used as a basis 
of comparison at the hearing before this 
board on February 23, 18%, above re- 
ferred to. 

Dealing,. therefore, with the business of 
the vear ended June 9, 18U8, and resery- 
ing the privilege of suppiementing this 
statement when the cumplete statistics 
of the year ended June &, 189), shall 
have been obtained, it found that. on 
the percentages a referred Lo, the 
total earnings in 1898 from ftreight traffie 
were $323,993.52, of which $6,413.12 were 
intrastate and $225,170.70 interstate earn- 
ings. 

The total earnings said vear from 
passenger traffic were $183,233.20, of which 
$91,616.64 were intrastate and $41,616.65 in- 


terstate earnings. 

The total mail earnings of said year 
were $53,408.86, of which $5,540.58 were in- 
trastate and $48,067.98 interstate carnings. 

The total express and ‘niscellaneous 
earnings of said year were $14,023.50, of 
which $5,398.50 were intrastate and $9,225

Even if the petitioners’ contention that 
this company is only entitled to earn a 
reasonable return upon the original cost 
of this railroad fifty years ago Were cor- 
rect, which this answer denies, as will 
hereinafter appear, the net earnings from 
its intrastate or domestic ‘rusiness in 1598 
would only be about 4 per cént upon such 
original cost, which is less than the re- 
turns generally accepted as profitable in 
ordinary commercial business. 

But the truth is that the local shipper 
on this railroad has obtained in the hand- 
ling of his demestic traffic, facilities and 
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| service far superior to any that could be 


by a railroad such as this Ene 

Sagem hc built and capable cniy 
handling such a limited traffic gs is 
represented by the purely domestic busi- 
ness of this road. He has obtained the 
facilities and services of a completed, 
modern railway, equal to the requirements 
of a large volume of interstate traflic in

Cost. 
Rates and Service. 


While domestic travel alone cannot be 
expected to produce profitable jeturns 
upon their entire investment in this sail- 
road in its present form, it is not unreae 
sonable to expect that it will preduce at 
least a fair return upon the cost of such 
a road as would suffice to move this traf- 
fic, operated us a branch line, dependent 
upon local traffic only for support. Such 
a line the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road would be without tne investment 
of the large additional amounts in per- 
manent improvements which have Leen 
Inade upon it since its original ceastruc- 
tion, 

The fact should not, therefore, be over- 
looked that under the present classifica- 
tion of railways in this state the local 
shipper on the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad is already obtaining two distinet 
wlivantages: 

First, he obtains a lower rate for local 
trufic than is enjoyed by the shivper of 
local freight on purely iocal roacue. Fer 
eXamople, the local distance tariff of the 
Carrollton line of the Central of Cecorgia 
railway is substantially higher than the 
local distance tariff of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, as Is the iocal dis- 
tance tariff of the Macon and Birming- 
ham railway.

Second. He obtains a better service, 
even at the less rate, than is furnished 
to the local shipper on purely local roads.

The capita] stock of the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company is $1,232,200, 
and its certilicates of indebtedness an 
equal amount, making its total capitali- 
Zation $2,464,400, equal to about $238,0uw per 
mile. ‘he amount ts less than one-half 
the average capitalization per mile of the 
railways of the United States (l. C. C. 
Report of 1897.) 

The original cost of construction of 
road fifty years ago may net have 
more than one-half of this amount, 
this alone does not measure its value 

under the decision of the supreme court 
above quoted, which must be accepted as 
authoritative. 

The ‘“‘expenditures 
provements” which have been made dur- 
ing the past fifty years are an item in 
its value as Jegitimate as its original cost. 
The improvements of the past five years 
alone aggregate one-third the amount of 
the certificates of indebtedness, and for 

whode period would severa] times 
that amount. 
does the fact that such improve- 
ments have been made from the net earn- 
ines of the property deprive the stock- 
holders of the right to include their cost 
as a legitimate item in the present value 
of this railroad as represented by its cap- 
italizgation, for such net earnings are the 
property of the stockholders and subject 
to aivision among themselves at thetr 
option, after the payment of fixed charges 
and have simply been reinvested in the 
property instead of being distributed as 
dividends. 

The “amount and market value of the 
bonds and stock” of this company indi- 
cate that its value is not ever-stated in 
its present capitalization, for both classes 
of securities are steadily held above par, 
and afford the third element of value 
designated by the supreme court in its 
opinion above quoted. 

The “present as compared with the 
original cost of construction’ would in- 
crease rather than diminish the capitali- 
zation of this road if adopted as the sole 
test of value. In addition to the 
largélvy inereased cost of material and 
the more expensive roadway, equipment 
and facilities now irfcluded in the plant 
of this railroad, the expenditure of a 
very large sum of money could not du- 
plicate its location in the cities and 
t through which it passes. 


LOwns 
Earning Capacity. 


The “probable earning capacity of a 
railroad under particular rates prescrib- 
ed by statute’ is an additional legitimate 
item of its value which includes its re- 
lation to other roads as part of through 
systems of transportation and its relation 
to the government as a route for the 
distribution of mail and supplies. Meas- 
ured by this standard, the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad might possibly tus- 
tify an increase rather than a decrcase 
of its present capitalization, 

The “sum required to meet operating 
expenses” is the last item enumerate: 
by the supreme court among the ele- 
ments to be considered in determining 
the value of a railroad for rate-maxing 
purposes. These expenses must first be 
provided for before either the public can 
be served or the stockholder cbhtuin his 
dividends. The greater the operating ex- 
venses the less valuable the property. 
Vhen the operating expenses equdl the 
ross ireceipts the value of property 
becomes zero, and can sustain neither 
stock nor bonds as capitalization. Un- 
der this rule unreasonable and excessive 
operating expenses cannot he made the 
basis for exaction of abnormally high 
rates of freight for the support of the 
‘capitalization of wmnproductive proper- 
ties, and the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad is plainly within its provisions, 
for the proportion of its operaiing ex- 
penses to gross earnings is less than 
that of the average railroad. But if the 
rule contemplates that the legitimate ex- 
penses of operation shall first be_ pro- 
vided, and that a fair return cn the 
value of the plant may be obtained in 
addition thereto, without exceeding rea- 
sonable domestic rates, then the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad has not 
exceeded the returns which the value of

“I have decided 
to consecrate my life to missionary work 
in- China,”’ she said, ‘“‘and when 1 ieave 
this country in September it will be with 
resignation to the fact that 1 may never 
return to my native country.” 

Miss Parker was born in Bedford coun- 
ty, Virginia, twenty-nine years ago and 
became a member of the Baptist church 
at the age of thirteen years. At the 
age of twenty years ‘‘she made a com- 
plete surrender to Christ’’ in the words 
of a friend writing of her, and deter- 
mined by the help of the spirit to do 
whatever he commanded. 

In the year 1895, during an evengelical 
meeting at Cave Spring, Miss Parker, 
housekeeping for a family there, offered 
to give up her room for the time being 
to one of the visiting clergy, who hap. 
pened to be Dr. L. G. Broughton, of 
Atlanta’s Tabernacle Baptist church. 

She thoughtlessly left her Bible on the 
table in the room, and the well known 
minister, looking over it, found in femi- 
nine handwriting on the margin of tie 
page bearing the twenty-eighth chapter 
of Matthew: ‘Oh, that | might go.’’

The Constitution is gratified to ob- 
serve the general interest which is be- 
ing taken in the discussion of the 
building up of the manufacturing in- 
terests of Atlanta.

‘This fact means that 
great centers of trade are yet to be 
built up in our country, either in the 
cities already established or in others 
When the merchants of 
the world will seek our shores to find 
the necessities which civilization im- 
poses upon their people, it is those 
towns and cities which have taken ad- 
vantage of the coming flood to whom 
the reward will come. It is on this 
line that Mr. A. L. Delkin would urge 
our people to build up, to diversify, to 
be wide-awake. The little village of 
3.000 inhabitants which became aston- 
ished at finding itself a city of 50,000, 
100,000, and now almost 150,000, must 
be prepared for the half million or mil- 
lion era which is coming. 

The Burden of Taxation. 

We print elsewhere an interesting 
letter from Judge Joel Branham upon 
the burden of taxation. We do this all 
the more readily because Judge Bran- 
ham ig an able and distinguished citi- 
zen, whose thoughts upon public mat- 
ters Will always be received with at- 
tention. : 

Judge Branham’s Jetter seems to 
have been called out by the work upon 
which the legislative tax commission 
is now engaged, and presumably for 
the benefit of that commission, he dis- 
cusses the well-known fact that, legis- 
late ho® we may, the burden of taxa- 
tion always falls upon real estate, 

The sitting tax commission was 
called into being by the problem with 
which the last legislature was con- 
fronted. 


There was presented before 
that body an appropriation sheet which 
called for the highest rate of taxation 
up to that time known in the history 
of Georgia. This burden, it is needless 
to say, did fall, as Judge Branham ar- 
gues, upon the owners of visible prop- 
erty. Those who were in favor of 
maintaining the appropriations already 
existing, and who held that they might 
even be increased upon occasion, as- 
serted that there were large properties 
which eseaped taxation, and that if the 
laws were so amended as to reach these 
invisible properties, a sufficient sum 
would be added to the wealth of the 
state to largely reduce the tax rate, 
and yet raise enough for al] the normal 
purposes of government. 


mission is simply to perfect the law, to 
find out, if possible, wherein it 
fails to reach hidden property, and 
to» provide means by which equality in 
faxation may become a fact. The task 
‘which has thus been undertaken is one 
of much diffleulty, but its necessity en- 
courageg the hope that a beneficial so- 
lution may be reached. 

The legislature should bear in mind 
that experience of the past proves that 
taxation, in its last analysis, falis upon 
the land owner, and in making appro- 
priations they should be based upon a 
rate which can be raised upon the 
land without oppression. If, in the de- 
velopment of new laws and a more 
strict execution, large sums of money 
are brought into the state treasury 
from those hitherto hidden sources, it 
will then be time enough to engage 
upon the work of spending it. In other 
words, appropriations should not be 
based upon merely speculative receipts, 
for fear that when the time comes the 
speculative taxpayer may disappear, 
and the burden fall again, as it has too 
often before, upon the man who owns 
the land. 

The tax commission which is now at 
work will deserve the thanks of the 
people of the state if it can so dis- 
pose of its work as to bring all inter- 
ests within the power of the tax gath- 
erer, so that the burden of government 
may be equalized, and thus provide a 
means for the building up of those in- 
stitutions which should have govern- 
mental help. Ilaving accomplished 
this work, the commission will. have 
performed its duty, and then it will re- 
main for the legislature to so apply the 
principles which it will adopt as a re- 
sult of the commission’s work, that 
taxation may become fair and just. In 
the meantime, until the money is in 
hand, the state should act as would a 
private individual, by keeping its ex- 
penditures within its actual resources. 

There is one point made by Judge 
Branham as to the doubling of assess- 
ments by city assessors which find a 
repetition when it comes to making re- 
turns to the county tax assessor. ‘The 
difficulty which is thus presented is 
one which lies within the power of 
every community to correct for itself. 
Cities elect their own councils, and 
counties elect their own tax assessors, 
50 that they have power to make their 
respective assessing officers responsi- 
ble to their own will. It is to be pre- 
sumed that if these people continue to 
re-elect officers to act as described by 
Judge Branham, they approve of 
their course. Whenever they disap- 
prove of it, they have in their own 
hands the very effective remedy of 
voting them out of office. 
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Is There Gold Enough To Go Around? 

We have already referred to the fact 
that the foreign credit of Mexico has 
been in nowise impaired by the fact 
that it has the silver instead of the 
gold standard. The success of that 
country in having its public debt fund- 
ed at a low rate of imterest by the lead- 
ing bankers of the world has suggested 
to some observers that this consolida- 
tion of the Mexican debt really means 
hat that country will before long 
change from the silver standard and 
adopt the gold basis. 

We shall not dispute this prediction, 
for we are perfectly well aware that 
the money power—and by that we 
mean the half dozen great banks of 
the world which own or control the 
gold supply—is able to sway nations. 
This has been demonstrated in the 
‘ase of the United States, Austria, Ja- 
pan and India, and what has been done 
in these instances can just as easily 
be carricd out in Mexico. Therefore, 
we shall not be surprised at any mo- 
ment to hear that our neighbor re- 
public is making arrangements to se- 
cure a gold reserve for the purpose of 
putting in operation the single gold 
standard. If the international bankers

been made of timely interest by our 
London dispatches of yesterday, we 
cannot refrain from calling attention 
to the financial unrest which is ~ 
to exist in London. The dispatches 
referred to said that “business in 
financial circles ig considerably check- 
ed owing to a certain anxiety as to the 
future.” Thig anxiety is based on the 
scarcity of money in the world’s great- 
est money center. This searcity is of 
sO grave a character that rumors are 
current of “impending financial dif- 
ficulties.” In vity of these difficulties, 
The Statist, of London, says that the 
rate of the Bank of England has been 
raised from 3 to 3%, with a possibility 
that it will be still further advanced, 
even as high as 5 per cent. 

This step, it is declared, was practli- 
cally forced upon the bank by the de- 
mand for gold from France, the ability 
of Japan to take gold from London if 
she wants it, and the inability of the 
Bank of England to obtain gold abroad 
to a greater extent than is necessary 
to meet interior requirements. The 
bank rate, as our readers know, is rals- 
ed not only to prevent gold exports, 
but to invite gold from abroad. With 
this explanation, it is not necessary to 
say that the “apprehension” in Lon- 
don and the “impending financial dif- 
ficulties” are the result of the scarcity 
of gold. ~ 

It is curious how hard these financial 
troubles follow upon the heels of the 
adoption of the gold standard in this 
country and in India. We are scarcely 
permitted to enjoy a quiet hour with 
our trade balance and our new-found 
prosperity than these “impending 
financial difficulties” are thrust under 
our noses. Long, long ago, one heard 
bimetallists remarking that there Is 
not enough gold in the world for all 
the nations to do business on a pros- 
perous basis at one and the same time. 
Hence it is that wnen we have an 
abundance of gold ih this country 
there is a financial] drought in England 
or some other foreien nation, and 
when there ig plenty there, we have a 
drain here. 

But these bimetallists! What vexa- 
tious creatures they are, already 
watching events and ever ready to cry 
out “we told you so!”

An Interesting Case. 

The reply of President George C. 
Smith, of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, to the petition filed with the 
state commission for a reduction in 
local rates, raises an interesting legal 
question of great interest to all roads, 
legislatures and commissions. For the 
first time in this state the underlying 
principle in what is known ag.the “Ne- 
braska rate case,” is invoked. 

The supreme court of the United 
States, the court of last resort, said in 
deciding the Nebraska case: 

In our fudgmfnt, it must be held that 
the reAsonableness or unreasonableness 
prescribed by a state for the 
transportation of persons and property 
wholly within its limits must be deter- 
mined without reference to the interstate 
done by the earrier or to the 
profits derived from it,

| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Real Estate Bears the Brunt. 


There are but two ways to relieve the 
people of excessive taxation. One is to 
increase the value of taxable property 
and the cther is to reduce the tax ra‘e. 

You cannot ‘ncrease values by law. If 
you could the remedy would be easy. The 
legislature could pass a little jaw about 
ilke this: 

“Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia, That from and after the 
Passage of this act; all property in this 
state, rea] and personal, shall be worth 
double its present market value. 

“Sec, 2. Vendors shal) have twice as 
much, in‘all sales, as their property is 
now worth and buyers shall be required 
to pay that much for it. 

“Sec. 3. There shall be purchasers at 
all times ready, able and willing to pay 
cash for the property of the people of 
this state, whenever the same is offered 
for sale, at the rate above named. 

‘Sec. 4, It shall be the duty of the gov- 
ernor to enforce the provisions of this act 
by appropriate orders from the executive 
department of this state.’’ 

If this could be done the tax rate could 
be cut and the present appropriations 
stand without oppression to the people. If 
the taxable value of property cannot, in 
some ‘way, be increased, then all appro- 
priations that will admit of reduction 
should be cur and the tax rate reduced 
accordingly. This, in my judgment, is the 
only remedy. 

Real estate has always borne, and must 
necessarily bear, the burden of state 
taxation. It cannot be hidden. A large 
part of persona] property is invisible, it 
hides to avo!td oppressive taxation. Real 
estate would do so, if it could, but it 
can't. The city assessor comes along and 
assesses it at double its market value, 
then the gtate tax collector, under in- 
Struction, declines to receive a return of 
it at a less :ate. So the city real estate 
owner is double taxed by the city, and 
double taxed by the state and county, 
while the note owner, if he can be found, 
pays a single tax only to both municipali- 
ties. By this process a man owning real- 
ty ina city of the market value of $1,000, 
pays taxes to the city and state and 
county on a valuation of $4,000, while the 
note owner, if he pays at all, pays only 
on $2,000. This is oppressive and unjust. 
People are willing to pay a reasonable 
and just tax, on a fair valuation of their 
proper'y, for the support of the govern- 
ment, but they are not willing to submit 
to the confiscation of their property by 
this means, and some of them, to avoid 
it, do, what does not seem wrong to 
‘them, hide their property because they 
feel that they are acting in self-defense. 
It is almost impossible to find much of 
this hidden property. Much of it, that 
seems to be hidden, is held by persons 
residing out of the state and is not sub- 
ject to taxation and much within the 
state that seems to be subject is exempt 
from taxation. Suppose we were to or- 
ganize a commission in each county to 
be taken from those interested or par- 
ticipating in «the expenditure of such 
taxes, to hunt up and subject hidden or 
invisible personal property to taxation, 
and let them apply the extra receipts 
from such sources, under conditional ap- 
propriations, to cheir use? I mentioned 
this once before, not because I believed 
it would demonstrate that real estate 
must bear the burden and that such an 
experiment, on conditional appropria- 
tions, would result in the relief of the 
people by a subsequent reduction of the 
tax rate. We must live cheaper, we must 
Cut down expenses wherever we can. If 
the tax rate on our lands was low what 
would be the effect on their value? Why 
they would become saleable at a fair 
price. No sensible man will buy im- 
proved real estate on any basis other 
than its income. If the income is 3 
per cent and the tax rate 1% per cent 
who will Sut money in land, and who 
can sell land, or get a_loan on tt. with 
any hope of repaying it? If it were pos- 
sible to exempt our lands from taxation 
altogether what an incentive would be 
to Capital and to those seeking homes to 
Invest in them. Our population would 
increase, the country would be filled with 
beautiful homes and our. s:ate would 
prosper bevond conception. Let us cut 
down our expenses and live on less until 
our inceme grows and our taxable 
increase 

Now another thing—I under- 
Stand our tix committee has before it a 
bill fifty pages long. That won’: do, Any 
law, to be effective and capable of suc- 
cessful execution, must be short. The 
fourth section of the statute of frauds 
and perjuries embraces only ten }ines in 
clear and apt language, and yet :housands 
of books explaining it have been written 
and hundreds of thousands of judicial 
decisions construing it have made. 
Let your tax law be short and clear and 
your machinery for enforcing it be simple 
and remember—the only available and 
efficient remedy is to reduce taxation. for 
the main burden of state 
fall on real estate, and a -burdensome 

will break down its value and ulti- 
mately bankrupt the owner.

Starving Home Industries. 

Editor Constitution:—A few months 
ago a lot of blank books was purchased 
for the county. The lowest estimate re- 
ceived from an Atlanta house wus $171.00, 
a Nashville firm bid $160.00 and secured 
the work. Assuming that the books 
were delivered free of expressage, the 
county saved $11.00; jf books were not de- 
livered free, the county saved $5.00 or 
$6.00; but will some financial expert tell 
us ‘how much the county and the city 
lost Ly this transaction? In the lan- 
guage of the Constitution, “Why cannot 
those who live in Atlanta have a chance 
to make a living?’ 

At least half a million dollars are tIn- 
vested in this city in the printing pbusi- 
ness and kindred trades—bookbinderies, 
engraving, lithograph, electrotype and 
Stereotype outfits, which give employ- 
ment to 1,500 or 2.000 of the city’s popu- 
lation. The taxes, license, insurance 
etc., received from these industries 
amount to quite a gum, and if the work 
mentioned had been done in Atlanta. it 
would have given employment to the 
idje and also assisted the employer to 
pay taxes, etc. The Nashville house 
probably gave a lower price for the work 
than they would give to home customers 
—it would be a good advertisement for 
them, and be a good joKe on the Atlanta 
firms to take work from them right un- 
der their noses. 

“But you fellows must meet sompet!- 
tion,’’ says the man who saves a nickel 
and loses a dollar. We do meet it, and 
the fact that Atlanta is the cheapest 
printing market in forty-five states, is 
proof enough. Some of our people who 
do not know what they do, send their 
work abroad and doubtless have often 
asked themselves, “Can. anything good 
come out of “Nazareth?” 

At the time this work was sent to 
Nashville, I aave no doubt some of the 
county officlals had vacant houses for 
rent. The fact that there was a differ- 
ence of only $11.00 in the two bids, is 
evidence ‘that the Atlanta bid was not 
extortionate; and it is possible the At- 
lanta house would have used a better 
article of paper and binding than the 
Nashville house used.

Editor Constitution—I have read with 
much pleasure your timely article on 
‘“Hiome Manufactures.’ I was born in 
Atlanta and have lived here since. I be- 
lieve that tnis section is particularly 
suited for manufacturing and that this 
city will yet be filled with small manu- 
facturing enterprises that will grow and 
gather strength as the years go by until 
their goods will be soid in every country 
of the world. 

We of the south have much to boast of. 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
shows that for the first five months of 
this year there have been fifty new cot- 
ton mills started in the south for making 


yarns and cotton piece goods alone; 
© 


these represent a capital approximating 
$11,500,000 and they will add 700,000 new 
spindles to the south, besides thirty-nine 
established mills will make enlargements 
to cost $5,600,000 and employ 400,000 new 
spindles. 

It is estima‘ed that so recently as 1890 
there were only 1,725,000 spindles in the 
entire south, whereas over’ 1,000,000 have 
been planned for during the first five 
months of this year. 

The United States is fast becoming the 
workshop of the wor!d; our exports of 
manufactures hare more than dowbled in 
the last six years; more than trebled 
since 1880; more than quadrupled since 
1870; are morethaneight times as large 
as they were in 1860 and for 1898 and 1899, 
for the first time in our history, excelled 
the importation of manufactures. 

The exportation of manufactures in the 
fiscal year just ended averaged more than 
$1,000,000 for each business day of the 
year, and to my mind the greatest prob- 
lem of the south today is how ta get our 
Share of this increasing prosperity. 

How to induce manufacturing enter- 
prises to locaie and remain in the south; 
let us have more on this subject: let 
us also hear from some who have tried 
to manufacture and who have failed. so 
that we may learn the cause of their 
failure. 

I like the article in today’s paper by 
Mr. ‘Harry Schlesinger, that genial, 
whole-souled friend and neighbor. Ie 
would succeed at anything anywhere, but 
I quite disagree with him when he says 
the Atlanta banks are ready to helry 
manufacturing enterprises and I claim it 
is the high rate of interest charged, 
poor accommodationg and the large num- 
ber of “razorback lawyers” that stand 
in the way of the man who starts out to 
manufacture with a limited capital in 
this section.

In outlining the scope of this Institution 
several days ago Mr. Mumford said: “No 
other institution in the sta-e covers ex- 
actly the same field.

‘of the world is the home an orphan's 
home. We do everything in our power to 
keep our children from realizing that they 
‘are helpless and dependent. We give 
them wholesome work to do and 
round them with parental safeguards. 
Again, the home !{s not a reformatory or 
a prison. Our purpose is to reciaim such 
children as us, but ex- 
pect to achieve this result by dealing with 
them gently rather than by making them 
fee] that they are and degene- 
rates. We do not intend to Keep our 
children subjec: to miscelleaneous 
tribution. Our plan is to give them the 
benefit of helpful instruction so that when 
they leave us they wil] be able to care 
for themselves. My observation has been 
that nine-tenths of those who want chil- 
dren want them for what they can get 
Out of them rather than for what they 
can put into them. On this accoun: we 
sntend to make our children self-reliant 
and industrious. We do not expect to put 
up costly or commodious buildings. Smail 
cottages sult us better. Into these we 
can gather our children in family groups 
and teach them with much greater ease, 
each cottage being in charge of some 
consecrated woman. We expect to sup- 
ply them with every material comfort 
needed to make them happy as well as 
with every weapon of Christian discipline 
needed to make them upright men and 
virtuous women. 

Our boys will be taught aericulture, 
horticulture, dairying and other gainful 
Pursuits, while our girls will be taught 
dressmaking, housekeeping and _ other 
domestic accomplishments. In the course 
of time we expect to utilize 
two hundred acres of land in 
ployment to the inmates of the home.

ARE THE HEATHEN LOST? 


Dr. G. A. Lofton, of Nashville, Dis- 
cusses the Question. 


Dr. George A. Lofton, pastor of the 
Central Baptist church, Nashville, Tenn., 
is one of the most practical of southern 
divines as well as one of the most elo- 
quent. In the current number of The 
Christian Index Dr. Lofton discusses the 
question: “Are the Heathen Lost?’ 
Says he: 

The apostle Paul 
in the first three chapters of Romans. 
He demonstrates’ the proposition with 
axiomatic severity that ‘‘all the world,”’ 
Jew or Gentile, is “brought under the 
judgment of God;"’ and while he makes 
this fact clear as to the Jews who were 
under the law, he shows plainly that the 
Gentiles were ‘“‘without excuse.’ In the 
light of nature or reason the “invisible 
things’ of. God, ‘‘even His everlasting 
power and divinity,’’ are “clearly see’ 
by the heathen according to the apostle: 
and he shows that as who sin un- 
der the law shall be judged by law, he 
also shows that who sin ‘“‘without 
law shall also perish without law.” The 
degree of condemnation and punishment 
may not be the same to sin “without 
law” as ‘‘under law,’’ but the lost condi- 
tion is the same and the necessity of sal- 
vation by grace, justification by faith, 
is the same. ‘All have sinned and come 
short of the glory to God,” and all are 
“guilty before God.” 

There has been a good deal of sophis- 
try employed in perverting Romans |! 
13-15 in connection with this question. 
Paul says that not the “hearers,’’ but 
the ‘“‘doers of the law shall be justified,” 
and he says that ‘“‘when the Gentiles 
which have no law do by nature the 
things of the law, these, having no law, 
are a law unto themselves: in that they 
show ithe work of the law within their 
hearts, their conscience having witness 
therewith and their thoughts one with 
another accusing or else excusing them.” 

The Gentile who was ‘‘without law,” 
and yet in the light of nature knew the 
law, sometimes did things . conscientious- 
ly—just the Jew did ‘‘under law;’’ 
and when he did wrong at other times, 
just as the Jew did, his conscience ac- 
cused him. He showed in the Hght of 
nature the law written in his conscience, 
and whether he acted conscientiously or 
not, he was a law unto himself: but the 
very fact that he had an aceusing con- 
science for disobedience to law, shows 
that he was a sinner, just the Jew 
was, and under justification by faith in 
the blood of Cihrist. 

The apostle speaks hypothetically when 
he says: “Glory and honor and peace to 
every man that worketh good, to the /éw 
first and also to the Gentile: for there is 
no respect of persons with God;"’ and so 
when he says: “For not the héarers of 
the law are just before God, but the doers 
of the law shall be justitied.’” He does 
not mean that any Jew or Gentile has 
ever actually kept the law as written or 
unwritten—however conscientiously they, 
or some of them, had tried to ‘‘work 
good’’—so that their obedience would 
justify them. On the contrary He sub- 
sequently shows that “all the world,” 
both Jew and Greek, was ‘guilty before 
God.” and that ‘‘no flesh could be justi- 
fied by the deeds of the law.’’ He makes 
no exceptions whatever, and hence his 
reference to the Gentile, in contrast with 
the Jews, as doing by nature the things 
contained in the law—their conscience 
bearing witness and their thoughts one 
with another accusing or else excusing 
them only goes to show, not that they 
did, but if they did thus keep the law 
they would be justified. Nevertheless he 
shows that they Knew the law in their 
hearts and that as they did or did not try 
to keep it, they had an accusing or ex- 
cusing conscience acording to their 
thoughts. It cannot be shown that any 
Gentile, or Jew, ever so kept the law of 
od as to be justified. If the conscience 
ever accused the soul, then there was a 
known violation of law, and there was an 
unjustified and lost sinner, and if there is 
any other sort of man among Jew or Gen- 
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be damned because they reject the knowl- 


eage of Christ, but for ine lack of that |} 


knowledge; and the mwst damnable thing 
in this world is to neglect to send them 
that knowledge. It i¥ questionable wheth- 
er any church or member thereof is a 
Christian who denies the gospel to the 
heathen, or declines to contribute to 
missions.

CAPTAIN PHILIP’S PRAYER 
MEETING ON THE TEXAS.

The story of the scene on the deck of 
the Texas after the battle which destroy- 
he Spanish fleet off Santiago just one

with considerable vari- 
hero of it has sel- 
dom mentioned it, but The New York 
Times gives an account of it from his 
own lips. Congressman Landis, of In- 
diana, in the course of a long conversa- 
tion with Captain Phillip on the Cuban 
campaign, ventured to ask for his own 
version of the occurrence. The captain 
was much embarrassed and  hesi:ated 
considerably. Then he sald: 

“Well. it was this way. I- 
was—there, if you drep your hat on the 
street and some one picks it up for you, 
you say, “Thank you,’ or if you fall down 
on the street and some one helps you up, 
you always says, “Thanks.’ There was 
that boat, with a storm of iron and shot 
going on one side and then on the other. 
Then they would fall in the water all 
around us, and then there would be a 
perfect cloud of them pass ever our 
heads, and yet we were not struck. When 
the figh: was over and I had made a 
hasty inventory and found that we were 
not hurt it seemed to me no more than 
fair that we should say, ‘Thank you,’ so 
I had the crew called on deck and toid 
them so. Every man took off his cap, 
and you could have heard a pin drop on 
that deck, and af:er it was over and I 
walked past that crew I saw tears on the 
faces of many an old salior that I sup- 
posed did not know how to cry.”

By ulis last wife, 
who is still iving, and is a handsome, 
kindly old laa he had three ch§ dren, 
two of whom are livine Mrs. J. H. Roth- 
well, of Grover township, Johnson coun- 
ty, and C. M. Scruggs, who resides witn 
his parents, and to whom the present 
writer is indebted for much information 
and many courtesies. Another son, Dr. 
B®. J. Scruggs, was accidentally poisoned 
about a year ago by taking strychnine by 
mistake for quinine. 

“Beginning with 1828 and continuing un- 
til 1883, Mr. Scruggs has kept a diary, in 
which are set down in choicest language 
the most important events in his long and 
useful life, and some striking comments 
on current events. Un August 5, 1856, oc- 
curs this significant sentence:

the city to the edge of one of the most 
delightful bits of woodland to be found 
anywhere in Georgia.

There 
are tracts in the park as level as a pa- 
rade ground. There are others wildly and 
beautifully irregular—ragged hills, with 
g@rassy slopes, mountain spurs with big 
granite bowlde covered with gray lichen 
moss. Noisy little streams run rollicking 
over their pebbly beds; crystal springs 
tempt the wayfarer; a sylvan lake is a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever in the 
the merry youngsters who make 
a rush for the boats or line its sides, 
and then in various directions may be 
Seen the historic fort, the cyclorama, the 
200, the pavilions, numerous pleasure re- 
sorts and everywhereAMorest trees, shrub- 
bery and flowers—the most charming 
prospect that was ever seen, almost with- 
in a throw of the red hot thor- 
Oughfares of a city panting under the 
scorching rays of a July sun. 

The people who eagerly tumbled out of 
the street cars when they halted last Sun- 
day at one of the entrances to the park 
hardly tarried long enough to realize the 
fuct that they were on the borders of a 
hew world, to speak.

There are splendid equ:pages 
and high-stepping horses, gallant looking 
beaux and bewildering belles, pretty chil- 
dren bunched together, brighter than the 
flowers nodded to them from the road- 
side. Mingled with these society people

workers enjoying their only holiday, tired 
mothers waiching with delight their 
romping little ones and many strangers 
who are getting their first glimpse of the 
park, 

Here and there 
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under the trees in se- 
cluded places may be seen dozens of 
young couples holding interesting sym- 
posiuntS, with convenient parasols tilted 
downward jus; enough to shield them 
from from the gaze of the passing throng. 

Occasionally you wiil meet a young man 
whose deft fingers are rapidly sketching 
some bit of nature or scene which strikes 
his fancy, and in a hundred places you 
wil] see loungers in the shade spending a 
pleasant hour over their favorite maga- 
zines. 

Rolling and gamboling on the grass are 
hundreds of children—little tots who are 
intoxicated with the joy which fills and 
thrills them the moment they come in 
direct contact with nature. 

Among the pleasure seekers are a few 
colored people—not many, however, and 
they are all wel] dressed, decorous and 
polite and evidently on their best be- 
havior. The idea that they are obtrusive 
or disposed to interfere with the_ pleasure 
of others igs ar old notion which will be 
aispelled by a few visits. Comparatively 
few negroes go to the park, and as a rule 
they belong to the sober, well-conducted 
better class of taoeir race. ° 

The toughs do not care to visit the 
place whey they are certain to meet great 
numbers of our best people. The presence 
of thousands of orderly and courteous 
ladies and gentlemen seems to over-awe 
them and they prefer to stay away or 
remain out of sight.

There is not a prettier bit of scenery fn 
any park in Georgia than that*-around 
Lake Albana, and on Sunday the sur 
rounding walks and hillsides are fairly 
alive and swarming with the crowds 
whose gay costumes make it a brilliant 
spectacle.

of the bridge there was a freight yard 
SWitch, the track branching off on Dave’s 
side. The yard was concealed from ap- 
proaching trains by an immense coal 
shed, which, at that time of day, threw 
a dense black shadow on the switch. 
When the switch was open its round. red 
target blazed a warning to approaching 
engineers. 

When closed, the thin edges of the 
sheetiron target w&©e invisible. To ren- 
der it absolutely safe, it was interlock- 
ed with a semaphore 1,500 feet down 
the line. 


The rules required that the semaphore 
be pulled down—to safety—only when tn 
view of the approaching engineer. It 
could only be pulled down when the 
Switch was closed, because a hole in the 
switch rod would then be in a position 
that would allow the semaphore locking 
bar to pass through it, ‘locking the 
switch. When the ewiteh was open the 
solid rod was presented to the point of 
the locking bar, preventine the sema- 
phore being pulled down. With the sem- 
aphore at “‘stop”’ the locking bar would 
be withdrawn from the hole and the 
switch could be thrown either way, 
which was all right, as no train would 
pass the semaphore when in that posi- 
tion. 

Surly old Mike Flannigan had been on 
the day shift at the switch for years, 
He rigorously enforced the rule, every- 
thing must be clear and the switch 
closed ten minutes before a first-class 
train was due. Strong in his integrity, 
he showed but scant courtesy even to 
the roadmaster; so he was respected for 
his fidelity to duty as heartily as he was 
detested for his arrogance. 

While disconnecting to put in a new 
set of head blocks, the section gang 
broke the bolt connecting th® sema- 
phore locking bar to its crdni} hence, 
for a night and a part of two days, the 
vital connection between semaphore and 
switch was broken. Mike, of course, 


knew this, but during the corfroversy, 
when, with unnecessary insolence, he 
drove the way freight engine back into 
the yard, it slipped from his memory. 
Dave nearly pulled the whistle off the 
dome when he whipped around the 
curve, and Mike, the infallible, puiled 
the semaphore down, with the switch 
open to the freight yard. 


When Dave saw the semaphore come 
down promptly in response to his whis- 
tle, his faith in that incomparable com- 
bination, old Flannigan and the interlock- 
ing system, assured him that here was 
the safest spot on the whole division.

The longer point of cut-off relieved the 
boiler pressure, allowing the safety valve 
to seat. Without taking his eye from 
the track, Dave reached in and shut off 
the injector. Again that plume of feath-~ 
ery white steam—indicating the 14-~ 
pound limit—appeared at the summit of 
the dome. As Dave peered into the 
shadow of the coal shed, the red target — 
suddenly glared at him like the eye of 
a basilisk, and he experienced the sen- 
sation railroad men Know when their 
time has come.

The rear one upended itself 
on the pile—accentuating the horror be- — 
neath—and stood at an unstable angle, 
demonstrating “What happens when an 
ih yy force meets an immovable 

ody.”’ 

While ruin and death were rampant 
at the Newtown switch, Joe and Annie— 
secure in Dave’s absence—were snugly 
ensconced in a shady corner of the back | 
piazza. A bobolink fluttered from the 
topmost twig of the great elm into the 
tall grass, filling the silence with its 
joyful notes. A locust droned its sleepy 
chant at their feet.

A railroad contrast!

The Americans went to The Hague in- 
Structed to try to bring about a perma- 
nent board of arbitration made up of 
members of the state departments of all 
nations; to bring about the abolition of 
privateering on the high seas during war, 
the neutralization of all floating property 
owned by private owners and not by bel- 
ligerent governments, and the measure- 
ments of indemnity, not by the nations at 
warfare, but by a jury of the other na- 
tions. How many of these things were 
accomplished will be definitely known 
by the time this article is printed, for 
this congress will probably have ad- 
journed by then and the ocean telegraph 
will have told the story of its closing 
work. But the inside tale of how that 
work was done fs never likely t be told 
in full, although some interesting de- 
tails can be given here. 

The secrecy which was decided upon 
and widely criticised was an absolute 
necessity. The admission of working 
newspaper representatives to the sessions 
of the conference would undoubtedly have 
prevented the accomplishment of any- 
thing whatever. 


There were many misunderstandings 
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The Palace in the Woods Where the Peace Conferences Are Held. 
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and mistaken reports concerning the mat- 
ter of press representatives. There were 
no objections whatever to the presence 
of journalists at the opening session 
of the conference, but the hall in which 
the meeting was held was absolutely 
crowded merely by the delegates them- 
selves. Their secretaries and other em- 
ployees literally could not find standing 
room. Sixty feet above the floor of the 
hall, under the very top of thé doine is a 
circular gallery. This furnishes crowd- 
ed sitting room for about eight peopte, 
and is the only place from whicn the in- 
terior of the hall can be seen. It was de- 
cided to offer this gallery to aa many 
journalists as could get into it, and the 
Dutch government, which had charge of 
the arrangements, out of courtesy to the 
delegates, settled upon the plan of ad- 
mitting one newspaper. representative 
for each of the important countries, It 
was owing to this plan, which the crowd- 
ed condition of the hall made absolutely 
necessary, that the amusing tale was 
published, saying that certain newspapers 
had been solemnly selected by the con- 
ference as the representative journals in 
their respective countries. After the first 
dav I was the only newspaper man ad- 
mitted to the Palace in the Woods, and 
I was not admitted as a working jour- 
ys ~ 
ee belief was, when the con- 
ference ‘began, that England and the 
Tnited Sta:es would work absolutely in 
harmony. They did to some extent sup- 
port each other’s propositions, but it was 
against the will of England that the 
American plan of arbitration and media- 
tlon was selected by the conference as 
the one to be most carefully considered. 
Three plans were submitted—one by 
America, one by Russia and one by Eng- 
land. 8.8 Qeg@ 
The idea of disarmament was promptly 
abandoned as impracticable. It instantly 
became evident that not one delegate 
had taken this proposition seriously, and 
the conference did not even take time to 
discuss it in committee. It was in these 
committee meetings and not in the 
sions of the conference that the 
work was accomplished. 

It was in one of the first committee 
meetings that the delegates for these 
European countries which had endeavored 
to conspire against us at the time of the 
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real 
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Spanish-American war showed their hos- 
tile hands for the first and last time. At 
this meeting it became evident that cer- 
tain governments intended to take ad- 
vantage of the peace conference to clip 
the wings of the American eagle. With- 
in the year they had been taught that 
these wings were mighty, and were ca- 
pable of carrying the interesting bird 
not only from ocean to ocean In his own 
dominion, but wherever else he pleased to 
soar. This effort on the part of the Euro- 
peans to prevent future American flights 
came in the shape of a blow at America’s 
Nicaraguan canal plan. There i{s no 
American enterprise at which Europe 
looks with more suspicion and dread than 
she does at the probability of complete 
American control of this proposed water 
highway between the two great oceans. 
It fell to the lot of Frederick W. Holls, 
the secretary of the American delegation, 
to discover a little joker in one of the 
propositions submitted which might have 
resulted seriously.* This joker was a pas- 
sage adroitly and diplomatically worded 
which provided for nothing less than con- 
trol by a committee of the powers, of all 
interoceanic canals in time of war. Mr. 
Holls so vigorously and completely shat- 
tered this bright European dream that 
Europe could no longer doubt the ability 
of our delegaies to look after the affairs 
or doubt the positive certainty of a firm 
stand on the part of the United States 
against anything which might in the 
slightest degree prove contrary to the in- 
terests of America, 

The greatest secrec? was maintained 
throughout concerning the plans of the 
conference in Telation to a revision of 
the rules of actual warfare. Early, in 
the private gossip of the delegates, came 
talk about a sensational possibility. It 
was very generally believed by some 
that the actions of Spain during the war 
in Cuba would be carefully investigated 
by the conference, and that some of her 
violations of the accepted rules of war- 
fare would be proved by testimony, which 
would form the basis for new regulations. 
The fact that Spanish officers high in 
command ordered their troops to fire on 
our Red Cross flags, that attacks had 
wen made on our wounded as they were 
taken from the battlefields, and that the 
Red Cross flag had been used by the

was early suggested by two members of 
one of the European delegations. The 
American delegation, however, immedi- 
ately saw the inadvisability of introduc- 
ing any such note of discord into the 
conference, and ,it was decided, in con- 
to avoid action of any kind 
along these lines, althoug@ the delegates 
realized the necessity of some com- 
immediate congress at which 
these matters could be discussed. This 
it was that gave rise to the announce- 
ment that a second ‘Geneva conference 
would be one of the prompt results of the 
congress at The Hague. 

The work of the American 
was never finished. It began with the 
rising of the sun and ceased not with 
its going down. It was the impression of 
many delegates, as well as laymen, be- 
fore the conference began, that the gath- 
ering would be a junket, but the prepon- 
derence of serious design among the 
American, English and Russian delegates 
became instantly apparent when the con- 
ference met. The English and American 
delegates had evidently gone to The 
Hague with the dignified and earnest in- 
tention of accomplishing something along 
the lines which the czar had laid down. 
The German delegation had as evidently 
gone there with the firm intention of 
preventing any useful work in these 
directions. The Russian delegation was, 
of course, desirous of glorifying thelr 
ruler. 

The appointment by Emperor William 
of Stengel,“an avoked and recorded ad- 
vocate of war, was much more seriously 
regarded by the delegates of other coun- 
tries than they permitted the journalists 
to know. This appointment, with certain 
actions on the part of the German dele- 
gates, quickly outlined the emperor's pol- 
icy of obstruction. If by the time this 
article appears in print some of.the larger 
Plans of the other participating powers, 
notably the establishment of a permanent 
board of arbitration and mediation, have 
not been finally adopted, it will have been 
purely because of Germany's hindrance. 
The plans of no delegation were more 


delegates 
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‘requently interfered with by Germany 
than those of the able gentlemen who 
represented the United States. 

Russia's attitude was, of course, in- 
tensely interesting. It is not likely that 
any of the delegates believed entirely in 
the absolute sincerity of the Great White 
Czar, who, sitting in his palace in St. 
Petersburg, had spoken through the 
mouth of Count Moravieff, his prime min- 
ister. It was impossible that the czar 
should believe that all his lovely dreams 
of boundary lines marked by olive 
branches and loving white doves as in- 
tercapitalian messengers could be real- 
ized in truth. 

With all due respect for, and much ad- 
miration of the emperor of all the Rus- 
@ias, it may be readily believed that 
his letter to the nations, inviting the 
peace conference, was induced much more 
by a desire to hide Russian grabs in 
China and outrageous Russ‘an oppres- 
sion in Finland; to counteract the effect 
of Tolstoi’s campaign in behalf of the 
Russian Quakers and against compul- 
sory military service, and to generally 
hoodwink the world’s diplomatists and 
politicians, than to bring about the dis- 
bandment of armies and the cessation of 
war. But Russian sleeevs are large and 
commodious and, afford much room for 
side issues. Pp the sleeve of the czar 
was the realization that whether or not 
his peace conference manifesto resulted 
in bringing about the political ends which 
have been mentioned, it could still scarce- 
ly fail to redound to his own credit. What 
spectacle could be lovelier than that of 
this reformed ruler in his new role of 
the universal peacemaker? 

The sessions of the conference in the 
Palace of the Woods were interesting to 
watch because of their absolute lack of 
formality. It might have been expected 
that this gathering of diplomatists would 
be the most formal of all bodies in its 
procedure, but the choice of M. de Stael, 
the head of the Russian delegation as 
president, made this impossible. De Stael 
is a weazened little old man, with a 
tendency toward doddering on his legs. 
But despite his age, he has no tendency 
toward senility in his mind. He exhibited, 
however, some unique and eccentric ideas 
of the dutites of a presiding officer. He 
opened the sessions by striking his desk 
a gentle tap with the gavel. There was 
no prayer, there were no opening exer- 
cises whatever, except this wooden mal- 
let’s blow. Then he sat down and left the 
delegates to thelr own devices. There 
was no “getting the floor,’ there were no 
parliamentary practices at all. The dele- 
gates simply talked in French with an 
occasional lapse into their native togues. 
At times, under this system, the confer- 
ence became a perfect Babel 

None of the sessions were lengthy and 
the way in which they were terminated 
was quite as unique as the manner in 
which they were opened. M. de Stael 
would quietly slip out of his chair and 
go away. Sometimes this merely meant 
that he wished to speak to a delegate on 
the floor or visit a committee room. But 
if it chanced that he thought that the 
delegates had talked enough, he did not 
return. Of course it was impossible for 
the delegates to know if his absence was 
to be brief or permanent without waiting 
for him to come back. If, after waiting 
for him a reasonable time de Stael did 
not reappear, the delegates went home. 

Votes were taken in the simplest man- 
ner possible. A motion having been read, 
De Stael asked the delegates if they 
liked it. Some of them said yes, some 
of them said no. De Stael gave a fair- 
ly close guess as to the number on 
each side and the fate of the motion 
was decided. Such was the procedure 
of the peace conferenve from the begin- 
ning. 

There was as little of ceremony abcut 
the way in which tne -leliegates were 
treated by the Dutch government as 
there was about the way in which they 
conducted their delibecations. ne or 
two official receptions and dinners at 
which Holland’s charming little queen 
played her part pleasantly, as she ever 
does, constituted all the official enter- 
taining. There were few exchanges of 
social visits between the deiegates. 

The quarters of the American dee- 
gation at the Hotel Vieux-Doelen were 
elegant and commodious. It is one of 
the most extraordinary structures in Fu- 
rope and dates back to about i470. It 


| is at the same time, however, much bet- , 
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ter managed and equipped than most 
European hotels. In view of the coming 
of the American delegation its owner 
bought a large adjoining residence which 
he turned over entirely to our repre- 
sentatives, giving chem their own ep. 
trance and at the same time connecting 
them by means of new doors and new 
corridors with the body of the hotel 
proper. The rooms were furnished in 
the florid gold and red whica is iikely 
to prevail wherever a Dutchman thinks 
ciegance is necessary. Iur some reason 
Seth Low did not take advantage of 
these fine quarters, but went alone to 
the flotel Belie Vue, where Mrs. Low 
joined him shortly after the sessions of 
the conference began. 

The complete apathy of the Dutch pup. 
lic concerning tne doings and personality 
olf the peace delegates was guile ag sur. 
prising as their own iack of ceremony 
in conducting the conference. Only one 
delegate went habitually to the Sessions 
of the conference in uniform, and he 
strangely enough, Was Captain Crozier, 
the American attache. | believe, al- 
though I am not certain, that some reg- 
viation of the service made it necessary 
for him to wear the sober and impres-. 
sive uniform of the United States army 
at the sessions of the conference. The 
czar sent a special photographer to The 
Hague for the purpose of making pice! 
tures of the delegates for a great album’ 
to be kept in the wincer paiace at St. 
Petersburg. When this notographer 
was at work the foreign delegates made 
bright spots of color in the courtyard 
of the Vieux-Doelen. Characteristic uni-; 
forms covered with decorations and be- 
decked with gold lace appeared by the 
dozen, but the moment the photographer 
went away the informal dress which wes 
worn at the sessions of the conference! 
was immediately resumed. The only 
decorations indicating that a great ine 
ternational gathering was in session at 
The Hague were the dozen or so of 
flags whose gorgeous folds draped im- 
pressively against the old red of the 
bricks in the Hotel Vieux-Doelen’s front, 
They were the flags of the delegations 
quartered there. 

The coming of the delegates from all 
parts of the earth on their tremendous 
mission attracted no attention whatever 
from the lay citizens of this pieturesque 
military-ridden, gin-besotten, beautiful 
old town. During all my stay here [ 
have secu practically no manifestation 
of any interest in the presence of the 
delegates. A company of stupid-faced 
Dutch _ soldiers, tight-trousered and 
Scotch-capped, with a discordant band at 
its head never failed to draw the people 
of Gravenhagen from their homes and 
their business places in curious mobs. 
But during my stay at The Hague I 
have not at one time seen more than @ 
dozen people gathered to watch the dele- 
gates or do honor to the conference. 

Whatever happens before the conference 
adjourns; whatever results are achieved 
by it; whatever failures mark its ses- 
sions; whatever successes are its record, 
the United States of America may feel 
erfectly certain that its interests have 
een guarded carefully; that its dignity 
has been preserved, and that its influence 
on this most important international 
movement has been felt as strongly, if 
not more strongly, than that of any other 
nation represented. 

While I am writing this it looks as if 
practical provision for mediation and are 
bitration will really be incorporated into 
international law. Hon. Seth Low, whose 
influence toward good international gov- 
ernment has been exerted at The Hague 
with as much earnestness as he ever ex- 
erted toward the promulgation of his ideas 
of good government in municipal, state 
or national matters at home, expressed 
to me this opinion: 

“It must be by the route of media- 
tion and arbitration that will recognize 
interdependence of nations that the rid 
will progress toward the poet's dream 
of the parliament of man. In the mean- 
while, I think the ateps likel¥ to be taken 
will depend so entirely on the voluntary 
actions of the nations that no reaction is 
to be dreaded. In other words, I think 
we shall give popular opinion a chance 
easily to substitute arbitration for war, 
and this being done, public opinion must 
do the rest.”’ 

With, as the member of its delegation 
next most important to Andrew D. White, 
its chairman, a man with ideas as simpie 
and as sensible as these, America would 
need to have no fear of the record she 
woulé make at the peace conference, even 
without the greatest naval expert in the 
world, Captain Alfred T. Mahan, and 
without the intimate knowlédge of mili- 
tary affairs possessed by Captain Wil- 
lard F. Crozier. It is impossible to doubt 
that the businesslike attitude taken from 
the first by the American and British 
delegations had done more than any other 
one thine to save the conference from 
practical failure.

“They have pushed their goods in evy- 
ery way possible; by means of an army 
of trained salesmen, by a careful study 
of the demands of foreign markets, and 
' by Grf&cial trade concessions obtained 
® through the influence of their govern- 
ment. In all such markets as South 
4 America, Africa and the orient the 
SAsnerican exporter finds the German a 
} Wigorous and formidable rival. Ameri- 
cans have been disposed to let their 
i goods make a way for themselves in for- 
/eign markets, and it must Le admitted 
f that they have done this successfully. 
f But if the manufacturers and exporters 
» of the United States cherish an ambi- 
‘ten to secure first place in the compet!- 
# tion for the world's markets, it will be 
>i. mecessary to bestir themselves vigorous- 
‘| ly. The contest which is to decide this 
® question has begun, and the next few 
® years will go far toward deciding it. 
It will not do to leave the Germans out 
of the calculation in this struggle. They 
are the most patient, aggressive, push- 
| ing seekers after new markets in the 
} world at the present time.” 
| The view 
‘= Germany as our most dangerous trade 
Pe, ival no doubt will surprise those who 
have been congratulating themselves on 
e the fact that we are selling locomotives 
| and steel rails and clocks and lawn mow- 
‘= ers to England. It is true, however, 
W that Germany has been doing exactly 
2 the same thing. German cutlery and 
¥ - American cutlery have met edge to edge 
in the English market. German ma- 
; | chinery has run opposition to American 
| machinery in Russia, South Africa and 
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Australia. German print cloths and 
boots and shoes have shared with Amer- 
ican products in the same lines the task 
of clothing the South Americans. In 
every new field in which the American 
exporter has gone he has found the Ger- 
man making his way. 

This not remove England as a 
factor in the situation. England exports 
today about the same amount that she 
did twenty years ago. The increase in 
the world’s trade during this period has 
been shared by other nations, chiefly by 
Germany and the United States. 

The following table showing, in round 
number, the exports of each these 
countries for 1880, 1890 and brings 
this fact clearly to view:

On the face of !{:, this Is a flattering 
showing for the United States. In 1898 
Great Britain exported about the same 
amount as in 1880 and less than in 1890. 
During the same period the Germans 
went ahead steadily with a gain of about 
33 per cent in their export business. In 
the same time the United States has 
made a gain of over 45 per cent, and her 
foreign sales, amounting to nearly a bil- 
lion and a quarter dollars last year, made 
her the greatest exporting nation in the 
world. 

The surprising total of American ex- 
ports for 1898, however, was affected by 
our vast shipments of raw materials, in- 
cluding breadstuffs. Taking into ac- 
count manufactured articles alone, our 
exports amounted to $340,000,000. The ratio 
of increase in manufactured exports has 
not been so high for Germany because 
she was already exporting several times 
as many manufactured articles as the 
United States, but her actual growth has

hgp had her own way in 
long that she thought 
forever. She paid little 
attention to the competition that was 
growing up, and, in fact, went to sleep. 
Meanwhile the Germans and Americans 
have been reaching out for new markets 
and they have been doing it in character- 
istic ways. 

‘The Americans have tried to turn out 
a superior quality of goods and have re- 
lied on their goods ¢o make their own 
way. The Germans, on the other hand, 
have given careful study to the demands 
different commercial countries and 
have tried to meet these demands in the 
cheapest way. Their salesmen have gone 
everywhere drumming up trade. If they 
found American goods in a particular 
line selling well they set to work to !mi- 
tate these in a cheaper quality. If a firm 
in Timbuctoo wanted to give an order 
for a dogen papeg® of pins, same German 
would be on hand to agree to make up 
the pins in the particular style that the 
Timbuctoo merchant wanted. 

“Americans are apt to refuse such 
small business. They are disposed to 
look upon foreign trade as secondary to 
the home market, and to have a ‘take it 
Or Jeave it’ attitude toward the foreign 
buyer. 

‘This is well enough in the presence of 
such a large home demand as the good 
times have brought at present. But the 
time will come when we shall want a for- 
eign outlet again, and we shall find it 
closed to us if we refuse foreign orders 
now. The patient, persistent work of the 
Germans is telling all the time. What 
the American exporter must do, and do 
at once, if he wants this country to hold 
first.place in the competition for foreign 
trade, is to study the foreign markets 
and methods of doing business more care- 
fully, to send out expert salesmen to 
drum up orders, and to turn out goods 


of 


made after the patterns to which foreign 
buvers have become accustomed.” 

In the newer markets of South Ameri- 
ca, Africa and the orient the competition 
between the Germans and Americans !s 
keenest. American exporters have many 
stories to tell of the devices by which 
the Germans have attempted to capture 
trade in these markets. One means is by 
the imitation of American goods. Our 
exporters say that no sooner does any 
line of American manufactures begin to 
make headway in a foreign market than 
the German dealers put out an imitation 
which is much the same in appearance, 
but of a decidedly poorer quality. 

‘or example, a few years ago American 
plate glass began to sell extensively in 
South American countries. While not 
able to drive it out by glass of the sume 
grade, the Germans found a way to do 
by taking advantage of the custom 
laws.

most of the South American covn- 
the tariffs are in the form of spe- 
duties, computed on the weight of 
the article. The German manufacturers 
put into this market a variety of glass 
that had the same finish as the Amrican 
kind, but was of a poorer quality and 
only about half as heavy. They made a 
saving, therefore, both in the cost price 
and in the customs duties they were 
forced to pay. They were able to under- 
sell their American competitors, and took 
avwhare of the trade away from the lat- 
ter, although with an inferior quality of 
goods. 

American scientific and mechanical in- 
struments have been introduced into the 
Latin. Ameriean countries to a considera- 
ble extent. In nearly every instance the 
Germans have made special efforis to 
capture this trade. The Americans send 
out carpenters’ compasses which sell for 
$l a pair. Immediately the Germans put 
on the market a poorer compass made in 
the same form, but selling for 60 cents a 
pair. An Armerican workman would re- 
fuse to use them, but the native me- 
chanic in most of these countries takes 
the cheapest he can get without rogard 
to quality. 

The Germans found, a few years ago, 
that American plows were. being sold in

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Russia. They promptly put into the 
market a lighter and therefore cheaper 
and legs durable plow. It would not 
have answered for the rough work requir- 
ed of a plow by the American farmer, but 
they seemed to satisfy the Russian. At 
any rate, they have taken possession of 
market. 

The same process has been repeated in 
many lines of trade ar@ in many places. 
No factor that can help him to secure 
an advantage is overlooked by the Ger- 
man exporter. An example of this was 
shown by the fact that the German man- 
ufacturers of print cloths sent out agents 
to learn the colors most in favor with the 
natives of various tropical countries, and 
have since been making up their colors 
for use in this class of trade. They ap- 
preciate the fact that with the native 
of Africa or the Philippines a gaudy color 
is a greater inducement to buy than Its a 
durable quality in the material. 

Mr. William Harper, of the Philadel- 
phia commercial museum, who recently 
returned from a tour of commercial ob- 
servation that carried him around the 
world, said on this point: 

“The American exporter has made a 
good beginning in almost every market 
of any importance that I visited. But 
everywhere I found the Germans pressing 
him closely. 
gained the advantage over Americans 
purely on account of ignorance or in- 
difference on the part of the latter. 
the little advantages in the 
method of preparation of their goods the 
Germans have mastered thoroughly. 
Where competition is close these mat- 
ters of vcetail sometimes turn the scale. 

‘For instance, German goods have gain- 
ed a headway over American products 
in Venezuela in several lines. In shipping 
cloths and similar goods into Venezuela, 
the United States exporters pack them 
in big wooden cases, as they do for the 


home market. As the tariff duty is levied | 
on the gross weight or articles, the Amer- | 
ican product must pay duty on twenty | 


or thirty pounds of wooden packing 
case. 

“The Germans, on the other hand, 
wraps his cloths in coarse blankets,

served as wrappings. The whole is in- 
cased in light canvas. The difference >%e- 
tween these two modes of packing is 
enough to leave a margin of profit for 
the German. 4 

“This is only one fllustration out of 
dozens that I noted bearing on the same 
point. Wherever I went I encountered 
the German salesman, speaking the lan- 
guage of the country and urging the 
merits of his wares. It was a rare thing 
to meet the representative of an Ameri- 
can house. Our exporters rely appar- 
ently upon their catalogues or on the for- 
elgn buyers’ visits to the United States 
Lo effect sales. 

[ho Germans will work for years to 
get control of even the least important 
market. They will modify ths patterns 
ot their goods, offer inducements, change 
little details of form or appearance— 
anything to get a start. In dealing with 
foreign trade that is a wise course, but 
the Americans haven't had the patience 
for it,or haven't understood that it was 
necessary. 
“Take the case of the Germins in 
China, for example. While the Enelish 
and Americans have been fishing for big 
concessions, ard have obtained svuine, 
the Germans have been worming their 
way into the country inch by inch. They 
have entertained the native governurs 
lavishly, have made flattering promises 
to influential deputies. While they have 
seen to it that German gocds shall get 
into the country, they have tried their 
utmost to shut other nations out. In 
fact, they have conducted their cam- 
pafgn as an army of trade occupation. 
They have secured valuable privileces 
that will enable them to secure a big 
part of the trade of the Yang-Tse-Kiang 
valley, the richest section of China, Our 
American traders have smiled at this 
penny-wise policy of their rivals, but it 
has accomplished results which they 
cannot afford to ignore.”’ . 

According to Americans who have re- 


' cently visited South America, the same 


situation prevails in China and other 
South American countries. German 
salesmen have overrun the country with 
cheap goods made in imitation of Amer- 
ican products. They have learned to 
pack their exports in small ar@l broken 
lots. They have always on ‘hand a lot 
of out-of-date goods which they are 
ready to throw upon any market that 
will receive them.

This unique volume records the principal 
developments in the history of Roumania 
during the past twenty-five years, begin- 
ning with the time when the young 
Hohenzollen, Charles, was suddenly called 
from his modest position of lieutenant in 
the German guard to assume the ruler- 
ship of the little principality whose very 
name had become. synonymous with de- 
feat, occupation, change and dissention. 

No more difficult task was ever 
fore a young monarch than that which 
faced Prince Charles. For almost a cen- 
tury a great portion of his territory had 
been undergoing a series of Russian 
cupations and Turkish reconquests. He 
wus surrounded by petty powers whose 
governments were even more unstable 
than that of Houmania had been, and, 
above all. in every act toward the regen- 
eration of his principality the attitude of 
Russia and the Porte had to be consid- 
ered. Again it was imperative that 
France, at that time herself in a trou- 
blous state, should be conciliated, and 
England, Austraia-Hungary, Greece and 
Italy all entered the diplomatic contro- 
versy which centered about Roumanina. 
Out of such chaos, borne down by debt 
and financial inability to carry his rail- 
road and other schemes to a successful is- 
sue, the young prince gradually brought 
toumania to itS present position. It is 
the story of the slow and difficult steps 
by which this was accompished that is 
told in a curiously impersonal way in the 
‘‘Reminiscences.'’

The Extraordinary Production of One 
of Georgia’s Negro Poets. 

Two years ago The Constitution an- 
nounced the discovery of one of the most 
extraordinary singers produced by tne 
negro race in the south since the war. 
This announcement was based upon the 
exceptional merit of certain: verses pub- 
lished at the time from the pen of the 
author, Rev. Albery Allston Whiteman, 
now pastor of the First African Methodist 
Episcopal church, Savannah, Ga. Since 
that time the author has toneentrated 
his poetic energies upon the creation of 
his masterpiece, which now about 
to publish under the title of “An Idyl 
of the South.’ In richness of poetic 
sentiment, as well as in graphic delinea- 
tion of many of the pe- 
culilar civilization at the 
south in ante-bellum days, this latest 
production of the author’s genius sur- 
passes anything of the kind ever before 
written by one of negro blood in the 
south, and if justice prevails, Whitman 
will not be long in securing national rec- 
ognition. Comparisons invidious, but 
neither Paul L. Dunbar nor any of tne 
well Known negro writers of the pres- 
ent day in this country have produced the 
equal of Whitman’s masterpiece. This 
may sound extravagant, but one can 
easily judge of the merit of the poem 
for himself by carefully reading it 
through. Whitman pieads for the octo- 
roon. Being himself of mixed blood, he 
writes with the inspiration of one whose 
soul is wrapped up in his theme and 
whose mind is thoroughly imbued with 
the traditions of which he sings. When 
the war broke in 1861 Whitman was 
ten years and consequently he re- 
members vividly much of what occurred 
in antelbellum days. bBesic: his lng 
and patient researches into the history of 
his race him to present with 
truth the picture of which the octoroon 
forms the central figure. Whitman cor- 
rects many of the false impressions which 
have gone out concerning the octoroon 
and shows that some of the most ten- 
der of southern memories cluster around 
this type of the race. From the narra- 
tive point of view alone the story which 
he tells in the poem is strikingly beau- 
tiful and true to life. Some isolated frag- 
ments of the poem are here cited in order 
to show the style of the writer.

FULL DETAILS OF SESSIONS 


The Junior’s Special Representative 
Writes Breezy Account of the 
Twenty-Fourth Annual Con- 
vention of the Organ- 
ization. 


Chicago, Til, July 10.—The twenty- 
fourth annual convention of the National 
Press Association was called 
to order on July 5th, with a good attend- 
dance of amateur journalists from both 
in and out of Chicago. There were about 
fifty young men and women from vari- 
ous sections, eager and enthusiastic, at 
each of the three days sessions includ- 
ing the banquet, which was held on the 
night of the second day, July 6th. 
Throughout the entire convention good 
feeling and harmony prevailed and the 
many delightful friendships that were 
formed will doubtless be everlasting. 

The elections seemed to be the most

and the campaigning for the various 
candidates for office waxed warm as the 


time passed.

eat the gathering: 
FIRST DAY, JULY 5TH. 


Wednesday morning dawned bright and 
clear in Chicago, and early in the day 
the bright yellow badges of the delegates 
and the reception committee, could be 
seen fluttering here and there through 
the lobby of the Great Northern hotel. 
By 10 o’clock all had reached the conven- 
tion hall, and the annual meeting was 
brought to order. The roll was called 
first, and the regular messages from re- 
tiring officers read. 

The secretary of credentials, with the 
approval of the convention, accepted a 
list of new members, which, in numbers, 
made a very creditable showing.

The first nominations were put in for 
the presidency. Samuel J. Sternberg 
and Theodore B. Thule were both nom- 
inated. The proxy committee’s report 
showed a big majority in Mr. Thiele’s 
favor, and after taking a ballot of those 
present, it was found that he still held 
the greatest number of votes, and was 
thereupon declared president of the as- 
sociation for the ensuing term. 

The first vice presidencey was 
taken in hand, and Frances P. Goss

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PRINTING ON BACKGROUNDS. 


Suggestions. for Amateur Photog- 
raphers for a Portrait ‘Group. 


Often an amateur’ photographer finds it 
desirable to add a background to a por- 
trait or group that he has taken. Print- 
ing in backgrounds, either: natural or ar- 
tificialy is not a difficult operation, and 
can be successfully accomplished: after a 
little experimenting. 

The mode of operation consists in oblit- 
erating any backgrounds of your figure’ by 
the use of any opaque color close to the 
figure or figures, and in printing them in 
proper position; second, in choosing a 
background which is lighted from the 
same side as the figures; and, third, In 
cutting out masks of the figures slight- 
ly smaller than the originals. 

Now, place your foreground negative 
into the printing frame and your figures 
over it and close. Cover, outside of the 
glass of your printing frame, the figures 
with your cut-out mark and expose [to 
the light. The degree of the intensity of 
ti:> background must be examined from 
time to time, in order to get perfect har- 
mony of tone between figures and back- 
ground.
